Out of Total Complement of 258—Many Believed 
Killed in Engine-Room — Eighty Canadian Army

LONDON, July i.---One of the boats of the hospital ship Lland- 
overy Castle, containing 12 nursing sisters, was seen to capsize, 
according to late information. The sisters were drowned. 


LONDON, Jaly 1.—A Teuton submarine sank the British hos- 
pital ship Llandovery Castle, 116 miles southwest of Fastnet, on 
June 27, the British Admiralty announced today. The text of the 
announcement states: 

‘About 10:30 o'clock on June one hundred and sixteen miles 
southwest of Fastnet, the hospital ship Llandovery Castle was torpe- 
doed by an enemy submarine, and sank in about ten minutes. She 
was homeward bound from Canada and, therefore, there were no sick 
or wounded on board, but her crew consisted of 164 officers and men 
and she carried 80 Canadian army medicals and 14 female nurses. 

“Of this total of 258 only one boat, containing 24 survivors, has 
so far reached port. Search still is being made and there is a bare 
possibility that others may yet be found.”’

There were no 
seats, 80 we stood up all the time The 
chaplain stood on a box at the door en- 
trance, while the band played the hymas 
outelde, It was a real military service— 
sang four bymnse and bad the other 
formal cersmonies that go fo make up a 
service.

Timely Hints on 
Fruit Canning 


——_-——_—— 

Here are some timely hints on the art 
lof canning fruit. 

The fruits should be fresh, firm, But 
ripe; for instance, a green peach will net 
do up with as good a flavor as the ripe 
peach, The fruit should be entirely free 
from rot, blemish or mold. If gritty, as 
with strawberries, they should be thor- 
oughly cleaned, 

The fruit should be packed in clegn 
jars, It should be packed uniformly aad 
the cans filled full, Then add the syrup 
until overflowing, and fit the top, but 
hot perfectly tight, so as to allow for a 
certain amount of expansion when the 
after-sterilization os takes place. 

Apples.—Peel, core and then blanch and}. 
cold dip. Pack in jars aud odd syrup. 
Holled cider may be used instead of syrup 
if desired. 

Pincapplie, Citroen ead Canteloup.— 
Should be pared and cut in comyeulent 
tlae for capuing before blag . 

Pears, Quinces, etc.—The. pear 
ix the best varlety for canning.» Remove 
| akin, cut in halves or other desired shape. 
They may be canned whole with stems on. 
Pears brown rapidly as soon as peeled, 
} end sbould be allowed to stand in water, 
| Plume.—Wash the fruit, and grade . 
cording to appearance, size and degree t 
| ripeness. Blanch, cold dip and pack in 
jars, fil) the jare full with syrup and 
cook according to time- table. The green- 
gage and egg-plums are the varieties most 
used, Some people prefer the plums Ua- 
blanched. 

Apricote.—-Many canners make the wls- 
take of canning apricots too green, The 
| fruit should be ripe and well colored, but 
not too soft, They may be canned whole 
or pitted and balved, leaving the skip on 
in both casea A heavy syrup develops 
the flaver of ap apricot 

Currants, (Crasherrics, Gooseberries.—

Comes word from the Pacific coast 
that deep sea fishermen, now drawing 


manding increases to $i2, $16 and 
$19. These fishermen, who empty a 
trawl net when it is full of soles, 
flounders, skates, red cod, ling cod, 


grey cod, whiting and otherss, are paid 
8-4¢ a pound for that muscular effort 
and cleaning the fish. Three-quarters 
of a cent a pound doesn’t look large 
just as you say it, but when you mul- 
it by 150,000 it tallies up in a 
big way. On one of the latest trips 
of a trawler the flat fishermen earned 
$32.16 per fisherman per day, while 
the smallest earnings during three 
months, were $6.79 per fisherman per 
day And his board and keep and 
transportation to the trawling grounds 
didn’t cost the flat fisherman a cent. 
The other day at Prince Rupert a hali- 
but boat after being out nineteen days 
paid each fisherman $274 for his fish- 
ing, or at the rate of $14.42 a day.

| Now, information about our enemy 
is very interesting. But before we 
take such information as this for fact, 
{t would be well to inquire for what 
purpose it is put out. Not only do we 
|; Want to be sure that it is true, and 
that is not so easy as it may seem, but 
we want to be sure that the informa- 
tior will serve the cause of America 
in the war and not the cause of Ger- 
many. 

I am not saying tWAt every story 
that goes about Germany's hard 
Penton in food matter is pro-German 
Propaganda. But I do say that in the 
case of a nation that has developed 
the science of warfare as far as Ger- 
many has it is well to inquire as to 
the source of every rumor that may 
work to Germany's advantage. Her 
|secret diplomacies, her propagandas, 
|her press agents are old stories. What 
we may not recognize is the fact that 
the same bureau that issues rumors 
inimical to the Allies is quite as will- 
ing to circulate false rumors about 
Germany herself if by so doing it can 
weaken the force of Germany's ene- 
mies, Germany makes it her business 
to know what her enemies are think- 
ing. And it is highly advantageous 
to her that these thoughts and spec- 
ulations and doubts as to Germany's 
ability to hold out should become as 
general as possible among enemy 
countries. 


Repeated Rumors 
While inquiry as to Germany's 
jability to feed herself 
est intellectual exercise, it is not going 
to help America to win the war. Here 
is a case in point: 

Two summers ago an appeal went 
up in this country in behalf of the 
starving babies of Germany. The 
American Red Cross took up the cam- 
paign, and pleas were made to the 
American pbople to save milk.
